.\lovember Spotlight: Radiology Department

The Radiology Department consists 
of four separate divisions which are X- 
ray at the main hospital. X-ray at the 
Branch Medical Clinic, NTC, (BMC) 
Ultrasound, and Nuclear Medicine. A 
variety of examinations are performed 
by the Radiology Department — from 
routine X-ray examinations to complex 
special procedures. 


The main X-ray Department at the 
hospital is a very active clinic that 
completes over 70,000 examinations 
annually. The studies performed in¬ 
clude, but are not limited to: chest, 
skull, spine, pelvis, abdominal, and 
extremity. Some of the special exams 
performed are upper GI, intravenous 
pyelogram (IVP), barium enema, T-tube 
cholangiogram, arthrogram, hysterosal- 
pingogram, and mammogram. Patients 
treated include active duty, retired, 
and dependents. 

The Branch Medical Clinic X-ray 
Division produces over 27,000 x-rays 
per year. Most of the examinations 
done at BMC are of the routine variety, 
i.e. hands, feet, chest, ankles, 
elbows, spines, knees, etc. The 
patients treated at BMC are predom¬ 
inantly active duty service members, 
especially recruits. 

Ultrasound is performed at the 
Radiology Department, but is not an x- 
ray. In this procedure, sound waves 
are used to produce an image on film. 
There are approximately 2,500 ultra¬ 
sound examinations completed annually, 
with a variety of studies being per¬ 
formed . 



There are over 1,200 nuclear medi¬ 
cine examinations performed annually. 
These include bone, thyroid, liver/ 
spleen, cardiac, lung, GI bleed, testi¬ 
cular, gallium, and Meckel's scans. 


The Radiology Department's new 
Picker 1200 Expert Computerized 
Tomography (CT) Scanner is now opera¬ 
tional. The addition of a CT scanner 
will enhance the department's pro¬ 
ductivity and save the command 
thousands of dollars. Presently, the 
Radiology Department staff consists of 
CDR Lawrence T. Liu, MC, USN, Depart¬ 
ment Head, CDR Manual R. Remingio, MC, 
USN, Assistant Department Head; Dr. 
Anthony Tabacco, MD, Staff Radiologist;

Michael P. Stevens, USN, Leading Petty 
Officer; and HM1 John R. Perry, USN, 
Nuclear Medicine Technologist.
